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regularly scheduled programming will not be seen so that we may bring you this special presentation from 
nbc news barbara bush first lady and most popular member of the bush family a starring role here tonight 
and in the [Music] campaign from nbc news decision 92 the republican national convention here is tom 
brokaw good evening from the astrodome once again the site of many athletic contests and tonight president 
bush is in this hall and all members of the official family are on the playing field there are no cheerleaders 
tonight now two of the most prominent members of the two official families have been given starting 
assignments mrs bush will be speaking just a in a few few moments and earlier this evening we heard from 
marilyn quail in quite a pointed speech directed at many of the behavior patterns of what she would describe 
as the liberal members of the baby boom generations so we have a new equation going here tonight in 
american politics john everybody out there i think it's very contemporary tom the bushes have finally joined 
millions and millions of other americans they they now both work the president is here visiting his wife at 
work tonight she's going to make a political speech she doesn't get paid but nonetheless she has been 
drawn into this campaign and i couldn't help thinking that aside from mrs reagan who did address a 
convention as her husband watched no other 
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as her husband watched no other first lady in memory that and i've been at a lot of these things has ever 
made a speech like this and certainly no first second lady how am i to say mrs quail uh wife of the vice 
president i think no wife of the vice president in my memory has ever uh addressed the convention so what 
we're seeing is something really new but i am struck by the fact that both bushes are now working things 
aren't good in the country we're going to show you some of what mrs quail had to say tonight and as she 
appeared in this podium she did draw a contrast between how she and dan quayle saw their lives as 
members of the baby boom generation and how others who have grown up at the same time have 
conducted their lives here's some of what mrs quail had to say to this convention tonight i came of age ina 
time of turbulent social change but remember not everyone joined the counterculture not everyone 
demonstrated dropped out took drugs joined in the sexual revolution or dodged the draft not everyone 
believed that the family was so oppressive that women could only thrive apart from it i sometimes think that 
the liberals are always so angry because they believe the grandiose promises of the liberation movements 
they're disappointed because most women do not wish to be liberated from their essential natures as women 
most of my generation has recognized that our parents were wise in ways we did not appreciate we learned 
that commitment marriage and fidelity are not just arbitrary arrangements so now is not the time to turn away 
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so now is not the time to turn away from the values that brought us here marilyn quayle speaking to this 
convention tonight and as i said a few moments ago we are expecting very shortly mrs bush to appear at that 
podium as well in a major speech we have not yet seen an advanced text of that but we do know that 
president bush is in the astrodome but he will not appear to upstage her before she takes the podium we do 


expect that he may come out while she is speaking he's also been joined tonight by his new white house 
chief of staff his old friend and his chief campaign guru and that's james addison baker a native of houston 
there he is the man who still serves as secretary of state he looks like he's not entirely happy he's trying to 
figure out what's going on jim baker does not give up much in his body language or in his expressions so 
we'll be seeing a good deal more of him as we continue throughout this campaign and we'll have a lot more 
for you in just a few moments here from the astrodome we'll be back after this [Music] [Applause] as we 
return now to the astrodome third night of the 1992 republican national convention will tell you that the theme 
tonight is family and a member of the extended republican party family made a powerful and poignant 
appearance here tonight her name is mary fisher she worked in the gerald ford white house as an advanced 
person her father max fisher has long been a very prominent member of the republican party and in a major 
fundraiser for that party as well mary fisher is hiv positive we had a speech as you'll recall very much along 
those same lines at the democratic national convention but mary fisher appeared here tonight to appeal for 
compassion and a greater understanding on the part of the republican party here is some of what she had to 
say from the podium my call to the nation is a plea for awareness if you believe you are safe you are in 
danger because i was not hemophiliac i was not 
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because i was not hemophiliac i was not at risk because i was not gay i was not at risk because i did not 
inject drugs i was not at risk to the millions of you who are grieving who are frightened who have suffered the 
ravages of aids first hand have courage and you will find support to the millions who are strong i issue the 
plea set aside prejudice in politics to make room for compassion and sound policy to all within the sound of 
my voice i appeal learn with me the lessons of history and of grace so my children will not be afraid to say 
the word aids when i am gone then their children and yours may not need to whisper it at all god bless the 
children and god bless us all good night [Applause] mary fisher she appeared here tonight and she brought 
this hall to a standstill with that remarkably powerful speech she contracted the aids virus from her first 
husband who she says was a needle abuser she's at the podium right now with nbc's maria shriver maria 
thank you very much tom mary you did bring this hall to a standstill what's the one message you wanted 
these people to know about aids and audiences at home that it's all of our disease that we are in the middle 
of an epidemic and there's much to be done and that also we have to bring down the walls of discrimination 
and prejudice you mentioned in your speech that the epidemic is winning so many aids activists think this 
president hasn't done enough you're a personal friend of his did you find yourself in a difficult position tonight 
well the president has been nothing but supportive and compassionate to me 
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supportive and compassionate to me and it is my hope that with with my being here in this position that i'll be 
able to do something and to make a difference what will you be able to do that so many other aids activists 
the aids commission has not been able to do i i don't know i just hope that that we'll be able to move things 
we'll be able to do more the numbers are staggering and they're and they're rising so fast that we have to do 
something to stop the epidemic you talked about the compassion the president has shown you but for so 
many people who have aids who are dying and you've seen them you know them compassion isn't enough 
they need things right now you've got the president's ear what are you going to tell him well what i've told him 
which is we need to take care of the people that are infected and affected by this disease we need to provide 
education for our children we need to protect our children when you see people and act up demonstrating 
outside this hall bowing and cheering the president what do you think of what they're doing see i think that 
we all have to have a voice and i think all of the voices are important it's just that this is where i have my 
access so this is where i have to do what i can do and that's what they have to do and we are all one family 
you relieved it's over yeah i am you did a beautiful speech thank you very much thank you very much back to 
you tom thank you maria she did indeed she is organized a family for aids program in which he's been an 
outspoken proponent of more education more research and more understanding altogether the republican 
party platform talks about the need to do more about aids and they also praise what they describe as the 
leadership and the commitment of president bush although some people believe that he could speak out 


more strongly in a public sense also this platform does talk about the ultimate responsibility belongs to the 
individual and it also goes to moral behavior any education programs according to the platform to curb the 
spread of the disease should stress marital fidelity also a drug-free lifestyle and abstinence and of course as 
we have indicated throughout this 
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as we have indicated throughout this evening mary fischer was the victim of no abuses of any of that she 
was the victim of someone that she was married to who was a needle abuser i think there's a lot of tension in 
this party tom the conservatives don't want to talk about many of the things other americans especially urban 
americans are talking about aids condoms in the schools sex education the conservatives and the and the 
religious fundamentalists who have had so much to do with this convention i'm not saying the whole 
republican party don't like that kind of talk and and the president and his people have been very restrained in 
talking about it and there's a vivid contrast with the democrats it was quite startling today when the president 
made an appearance and there were some members of act up there holding up condoms and a lot of people 
who are delegates and especially the people who were at that convention those are the people who are 
called the republican eagles they give a hundred thousand dollars they lead in many instances lives that 
don't expose them to demonstrators who are waving condoms in their face and i'm not sure what kind of an 
impact it's going to have on them there was one rather amusing moment if you'll permit me this outside of 
this hall there was a group called southern bells i don't know whether you saw them with large hoop skirts 
right and kind of bonnets and that kind of thing and they were handing out packages and michael dieber who 
used to work for ronald reagan said oh thank you very much and looked down and they'd given him two very 
bright blue condoms and he walked into the hall with a glazed look in his eyes i think he said he didn't know 
what they were well or he thought they were something else and he figured them out we'll be back after this 
[Music] this hall awaiting the appearance tonight of barbara bush a highly unusual situation we do expect that 
it will have political overtones for her appearance 
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political overtones for her appearance here tonight certainly she has been a very conspicuous spokesperson 
for the bush family and for the campaign increasingly in the last few days talking about the fact that she after 
she had a discussion with rich bond who had been critical of hillary clinton rich bond being the republican 
national chairman when he explained to her in his interpretation that the clintons wanted co-presidency she 
thought that then hillary clinton was fair game but of course bill clinton today denied that there was any talk at 
all the co-presidency just as there had never been a co-governorship in the state of arkansas on the floor of 
this convention right now nbc's tim russert who has something about the barbara bush speech tim tom the 
bush people now are acknowledging that this is a high risk strategy in barbara bush they have someone 
whose popularity cuts across all race lines all class lines all generation lines all regional lines and all party 
lines they're beginning to recognize that if she becomes a partisan political figure that in the words of one of 
the bushes it may debase her currency as first lady so tonight we expand are telling me she will not be as 
partisan as she has been in the interviews over the last five or five or six days all right sam rosa thank you 
very much we now see barbara bush at the podium she was downright angry last night she was a great 
protector of her family and that she thought that there had been more attacks on her family and on her 
husband than had been leveled at the democratic nominees and their families at the democratic convention 
in madison square garden this is a woman who is wholly at ease with herself at all times i have seen her ina 
variety of settings uh literary benefits in new york for teaching people to read at fundraisers in her official 
capacity uh at the white house even earlier one morning she came in to sail over to the president when she 
was going off for her swim dressed only in her robe and slippers he exercises in the morning and i've 
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he exercises in the morning and i've seen her come back in the white house drenched with perspiration and 
everything and with great absolute poise it's very hard in an exercise suit with your hair stringing down on 
your forehead to look dignified but she manages to do it she met george bush when she was 16 and she 
likes to tell her children i married the first man i kissed and then she adds and they like to throw up when they 
hear that [Applause] thank you very very much thank you very very much thank you lee and thank you all for 
that warm welcome before i start before i start i just want to say how proud i am of my very good friend 
marilyn quail thank you [Music] i want to thank her very much for those really nice overly generous words 
and tell her what a great speech she gave so thank you very much i also would like to say that whoever 
arranged for me to speak after those fabulous points of light is fired [Music] [Applause] 
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they made me really proud to be an american [Applause] you're a really tough audience but what a thrilling 
welcome [Music] you make me feel wonderful but then i always feel wonderful when i get to talk about the 
strongest the most decent the most caring the wisest yes and the healthiest man i know [Music] ah 
[Applause] uh but you know there's something not quite right here speeches by president ronald reagan 
gerald ford secretary jack kemp senator senator phil graham and barbara bush 
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but [Applause] all right but i'm here not to give a speech but to have a conversation and most of all to thank 
hundreds of communities across the country for one of the great privileges george and i have had in the last 
four years the chance to meet so many american families and be in your homes we have learned from you 
and we look forward to meeting so many more of you with four more [Applause] years [Applause] we've met 
we've met thousands of wonderful families when we speak of families we ex include extended families we 
mean the neighbors even the community itself we've met heroic single mothers and fathers who have told us 
how hard it is to raise children when you're doing it all alone we've talked to grandparents who thought their 
children child raising days were over but are now raising their grandchildren because their children can't we 
visited literacy classes where courageous parents were learning to read and continuing their education so 
they could make a better life for their families and we've held crack babies and babies 
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and we've held crack babies and babies with aids and comforted other victims george and i have seen 
communities gather around parents with a gravely ill child helping them take care of the other children 
helping them make it through each day they've been many times in our own lives when we too couldn't have 
made it without our friends and neighbors we shared moments with the families where the father and indeed 
the mother were serving in the persian gulf and heard stories of how their neighbors thought to it that the 
family left at home was taken care of whether it was babysitting helping with emergencies or even cutting the 
grass those yellowed ribbon towns not only wrap trees and posts they also wrap their arms around these 
young families we have met so many different families and yet they really aren't so very different as in our 
family as in american families everywhere the parents we've met are determined to teach their children 
integrity strength responsibility courage sharing love of god and pride in being an american [Applause] okay 
however you define family that's what we mean by family values you know we know that parents have to 
cope with so much more in today's world more drugs more violence 
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more drugs more violence more promiscuity than when our children were growing up you know when george 
and i headed west after world war ii we already had our first child george was a veteran he was a college 
graduate and he had a job here in texas and we eventually settled in midland a small decent community 
where neighbors helped each other a wonderful place to bring up a family and it still is [Applause] in many 
ways these were the best years of our lives george's days in the fields were dusty with long hours and hard 
work but no matter when he got home he always had time to throw a ball or listen to the kids i carpooled was 


a den mother and went to more little league games than i can count we went to church we cheered at fourth 
of july picnics and fireworks and we sang carols together at christmas thank heavens george didn't expect 
our kids to be perfect they weren't once when one of the boys hit a baseball through the vanderhoff second 
story window i called george to see what dire punishment should be handed out and all he said was the van 
der hoff second story window what a hit [Music] [Applause] i don't believe that george ever had to punish the 
children 
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punish the children he had a quiet way of making them want to do right and give reverence to god and it 
made such a difference having his wise hand guiding them you know to us family means putting your arms 
around each other and being there no family is perfect and no family is without pain and suffering we lost a 
daughter we almost lost a son and one child struggled for years with a learning disability you know once 
when i heard an interviewer asked george what accomplishment he was most proud of i wondered what 
would he answer what do you say his years as a navy pilot a businessman a public servant or would he 
speak about some of the changes that have happened since he has been president the collapse of 
communism the fact that our children no longer live in fear of nuclear holocaust or would he say the 
enactment of the nation's most comprehensive civil rights law to protect the rights of disabled americans 
[Applause] [Music] [Applause] what would he answer well it's the same answer george bush always gives 
that his children still come home [Applause] 
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[Applause] this week this week we are here to talk about the future of our country and the world but both 
george and i believe that while the white house is important the country's future is in your house every house 
all over america now i would like to say a word to some special people the rest of you may listen in but i'd 
really like to talk for a moment to parents who have sacrificed for their children you may be exhausted from 
working a job or two jobs and taking care of your children or you may have put your career on hold either 
way you may wonder as i did every now and then am i really doing the right thing yes you are [Applause] for 
for where will our country find leaders with integrity courage strength all the family values in 10 20 or 30 
years the answer is that you 
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20 or 30 years the answer is that you were teaching them loving them and raising them right now so so yes 
from the bottom of my heart i'm here to tell you that you are doing the right thing and god bless you for it oh i 
love you too [Applause] now since i've met so many of your families i'd like you to meet ours all 22 of them 
[Applause] was family mrs bush in her appearance tonight giving this hall and the nation if you will a kind of 
album of their lives emphasizing their norman rockwell roots and upbringing describing her husband george 
bush father of their children not the george bush of walker's pointer private schools or greenwich or the 
oakland you'd never know it now but what a handful they were we thought maybe you'd like to hear from one 
of our family george p our eldest grandson from miami 
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george p our eldest grandson from miami florida george [Music] thanks kenny i would like to talk about a 
member of the family that is not here tonight you know him as a president but i know him as the greatest 
man i've ever known [Applause] despite the enormous pressures of his job he always has time for his 12 
grandkids in a presidential campaign it's hard for people to get a sense of what makes the candidates tick 
the family is what makes my grandfather [Applause] tick [Applause] i would like to read excerpts from a letter 
that he wrote to me after my dad and i came back from a mission in a relief mission in armenia before he 
was inaugurated i hope it gives you a better understanding of what my grandfather is all about he wrote dear 
george p a few days ago i met with the deputy mayor of yerevan in the soviet union he was a stolen looking 
guy and he came in with some people from cambridge massachusetts because because yerevan and 


cambridge are sister cities a few day he told me about how things were going back there in the ussr he told 
me that the outpouring of generosity and caring from america had really meant a lot to the people there and 
then he said this when your son wept it was on every tv set in the soviet 
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it was on every tv set in the soviet union and those tears said more about the amer the decency of the 
american people more than anything else [Applause] my grandfather went on to say men are not supposed 
to cry says convention but we do and we should and we should not worry when we do [Applause] i cry when 
i'm happy and i cry when i'm sad but when i saw you and your wonderful dad in that church in armenia on 
christmas day i cried because i was both happy and sad don't ever forget what you saw there don't ever 
forget what you participated in in less than two weeks i will be president of the united states i know i will not 
forget what that little trip of yours meant to people all over the world you're a good man charlie brown and i 
miss you a lot devoted league hampton [Music] [Applause] [Music] [Applause] this letter means a lot to me 
because it shows the heart of this man that i love so much i just wish people who see george bush on tv or 
read about him in the newspapers could know him as i do a man of enormous integrity and love for his family 
and for all of america thank you aviva bush some of jeb bush who moved to dade county florida miami area 
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and it's been very important down there as a length of the hispanic community [Applause] all right to a 
woman of hispanic origins [Applause] thanks george you know your grandfather is determined to preserve a 
nation of strong families and strong communities where as he has said every child should have someone he 
can count on someone who calls him by name tonight you will nominate george bush to lead our nation into 
its future [Music] with all my heart i say and i know him best you have made a superb choice thank you and 
god bless you we are told by the white house that uh she does not know that president bush is in this hall 
he's in a holding room just beneath the podium and at some point they will be joined i don't know whether it 
will be here or when she returns to the vip box where president ford is sitting james baker is there as well 
other assembled members just with her left behind her sister her right behind the left side of your screen 
that's george bush eldest son of the family and a very important member of the uh family campaign team he 
often arrives at the white house and uh goes through and finds out what's going on and recommends 
changes to his father and they have heart-to-heart talks he's a he's an important member of the family who's 
that look at that there he is 
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however you feel about george bush or about his politics or his personal style this you cannot take away 
from him he is a man of that family he adores them he's part of them he's with him whenever he can be and 
he has an enormously easy relationship with him the irony was that during the eight years that he served as 
vice president mr mrs reagan got a lot of attention for being the family values people and yet they had civil 
war going on at all times with their children and this man who got almost no attention at all was with his 
family constantly i think it was christopher buckley who said that bush is the real reagan that bush really went 
to war that bush really goes to church that bush really loves his family in sharp contrast to the reagan family 
and records [Applause] thank you and we'll see you all tomorrow thanks a lot [Applause] national political 
conventions it'll come as no surprise to you are very carefully orchestrated affairs they try to give you a good 
opening act as they did with ronald reagan on monday night and then they try to build the anticipation for 
tomorrow night and give you a little family flavor in between we'll be back after this [Music] decision 92 the 
republican national convention is being sponsored in part by ford and your ford dealer have you driven a fort 
lately it's more than a question it's an answer 
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[Music] so from nbc news decision 92 the republican national convention once again tom brokaw this 
republican national convention has just had a warm family portrait of the bush clan presided over by barbara 
bush who made a short speech to this convention about her memories of raising these children with her 
husband george bush she's down there now just beneath the podium with nbc's maria shriver and the bush 
grandson who had so many nice things to say about his granddad maria that's right and mrs bush is 
reminding me that she has to get right back to her seat so we'll make this very quick how do you think you 
did mrs bush oh lord i don't think i did well at all but i brought a secret weapon you know i've known you 
should never go through a life without a partner so i got one in george p tonight and he did a very good job 
what do you think you did for your husband tonight with your speech absolutely nothing oh come on i know 
that i was devoted to him but you didn't you want to tell people something different about him i really yes i did 
i wanted people to know that um family values are very important to us but it isn't just the regular family that it 
can be any adult any child and i had a lot more to say but time runeth out but i wanted them to know that um 
relationships counted caring and sharing for other people and that's all i tried to say you wondered aloud up 
there why you were there you named some of the other people who have spoken over the last couple of 
days and you said barbara bush something's just not right why do you think you were invited to come up 
there and speak well i spoke last time you all just didn't think i was so brilliant but i did but you didn't give this 
kind of speech you didn't have this kind of role last time 
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role last time well i don't think it was a very big role but i was proud to be up there with my boise i'll tell you 
that you don't think tonight was a big role well i mean my part in it i thought marilyn gave a great speech i'm 
not a political speaker so what you see is what you get are you relieved you bet i'm relieved are you relieved 
yes sure you did a very good job now very quickly your husband said today he's got butterflies about his 
speech tomorrow can you give us any indication as to how much pressure he's under how nervous he is 
about this much he said he had butterflies he must be a little bit nervous i don't think so i don't think we're 
thinking that this speech is going to be the end-all you know that's make or break at all you don't no i do not 
knock knock someone's on our door so you are going now to hear the nomination of your husband and i 
thank you very much for coming underneath of here goodbye mrs bush goodbye nice to see you back to you 
tom she just left she's going back to the vip um box in the stadium and to hear her husband's name put into 
nomination back to you thank you maria one of the lines in mrs bush's speech was however you define your 
family that's what we mean by family values but there are other people who have been speaking here during 
the course of this convention and who are sitting in this convention hall who if they don't want to take issue 
with mrs bush would at least take issue with that belief well i think so i think we're what we're doing is we're 
stretching and bending the definition of family to the political purposes of a summer's evening and to a 
campaign but i think you did see why mrs bush's ratings are holding at 63 percent positive and her husband 
would give a lot to have a rating up there john we want to go down now to the podium because lynn martin is 
standing there she's going to put the president's name and nomination watching secretary wondering what 
the future may bring tonight i have the privilege of placing in nomination the name of the next president of the 
united states 
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this convention will choose our president the nation's leader from the great state of texas george bush to be 
with you on this podium tonight is a signal honor houston texas is after all 1200 miles from rockford illinois 
[Music] where i started as a school teacher it's even a bigger journey from the northwest side of chicago 
where a tomboy like me grew up and must have driven very patient nuns crazy but it's not that far in the 
united states of america where reaching above what in other societies is called one's place in life is not only 
permitted but encouraged it's not that far in a country where an individual's ability to grow can be nourished 
by family by friends like you and it's not that far when this republican party this party of abraham lincoln of 
teddy roosevelt of dwight eisenhower of ronald reagan says yes to all who want to join us this republican 
party says no to any test of ideological purity ladies and gentlemen we don't exclude from our party and we 
don't exclude on our podium 
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and we don't exclude on our podium and it's not too far if we have a president of the united states who holds 
that each of us brings to this party this government this nation the great song of our beliefs our experiences 
our values for as republicans we can sing of a litany of accomplishment in the past decade the years of 
george bush and ronald reagan it is our america that's moved the world we ended the 45 year old cold war 
with the soviet union by our deeds and our defense strategy we won desert storm and reaffirmed the prestige 
of the united states as the most powerful force on this earth for good that's why saddam hussein is not 
brutalizing a nation and controlling two-thirds of the world's supply of oil [Music] they were victories for 
everyone inside this hall and for every american all of you made it possible by your determination and belief 
in the american ideals of freedom democracy by your willingness to keep america strong and you made this 
victory possible when america said yes to george bush and no to that gaggle of democrats hawking their 
noisy reasons why it couldn't be done and now the latest in the long line of whimpering naysayers wants you 
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whimpering naysayers wants you to abandon that strength that steadfast purpose for the crest politics of fear 
and the false promise of change because that's the message from that other convention despair desolation 
darkness well let me tell you what you didn't hear in new york we're only five percent of the world's 
population but we produce 25 percent of the world's output twice that of japan four times that of germany 
[Applause] you didn't hear that last month in new york we export more of our goods and services than when 
george bush became president you didn't hear that last month in new york we have the world's most 
productive workforce the highest standard of living a university system that's the envy of the world and you 
sure didn't hear that last month in new york and you you helped create 20 million new jobs in these last 12 
years enabling this great country to welcome into the workforce millions of people like me and like you 
women who need and want careers immigrants starting businesses and minorities seeking and getting a 
long overdue first chance you demanded to lower the cost of living the lower mortgage rates and your calls 
were heated and of course you didn't hear anything about that last month in new york [Applause] 
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because the democrats truly think our best days are behind us their nominee governor clinton was quoted as 
saying that america was being ridiculed around the world who's telling him this is it the same people from the 
democratic party those same blame america firsters is it the democratic leaders of congress they're aging 
punjabs evidently they so embarrassed the democratic nominee they were erased they were made non- 
people for the new york convention but one thing i know governor governor clinton never never talked to the 
millions of people who thanks to the leadership of george bush are basking in a globe of freedom who see 
the united states as the beacon of hope and opportunity guiding their path toward individual liberties and 
justice for the first time in their lives perhaps some of you remember the greatest of shakespearean tragedies 
about a sightless king who listens to his own arrogance and to the wrong information it's called king lear well 
let us not forget it was george bush who had the vision when those democratic king lears were blindly 
foundering in the seas of might of ben's they were unable then and they are unable now to see the real 
source of america's greatness it's you you are the source of that greatness 
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thank god thank god that this great nation had and will have a leader that does believe in you i said i'm from 
chicago it's a wonderful city it's a very muscular tough city too and an illinois poet named carl sandberg who 
wrote about all of our america and about my city with great insight he said all we need to begin with is a 
dream that we can do better than before that's your dream that's america's dream that's george bush's 
dream [Applause] it is we the american people who have dared to dream who have made america special 
and we who are americans here tonight and here at home believe we will make a better tomorrow we 


possess what everyone in the world wants freedom an opportunity a future we are the yardstick by which 
other nations measure themselves as a country of many different peoples we believe in one another our 
talents our creativity our decency our diversity our ability to build on all of our dreams 
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build on all of our dreams surely we have problems we must confront them honestly we must debate our 
differences and then we must move ahead we must never let our vision become clouded even with the 
constant brain of those preaching a return to the old and failed fills the air and so therefore it is this 
convention that should ask and re-ask the question is america better off than she was four years ago 
remember remember for a minute the picture george bush in the rose garden with boris yeltsin and making 
the most sweeping nuclear arm cuts in history our children our grandchildren our grandchildren to come will 
go to bed in peace and not wake up fearing nuclear war are we better off for that than four years ago of 
course we are [Applause] we've moved an age of building bomb shelters and missiles that could end our 
future in an annual second to a time to a chance where we can restore this precious land and rejuvenate an 
entire planet are we better off than four years ago of horse we are oh delegates of the republican party and

competency is buttressed by common sense and that won't be the exception it will be the standard for all 
americans a future america where creations of real value are respected a future america where everyone 
every single individual has the security we've provided the world and a future america where the worth of 
each each person is a sign of our glory and each person glories in the worth of that future and because of 
that there is one fact we know as we begin a tortured route to choose the one person to lead america into 
that future [Music] this is the truth you cannot be one kind 
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this is the truth you cannot be one kind of man and another kind of president [Applause] inside george bush 
inside that man is the heart of an 18 year old fighter pilot who risked his life for this country who did not run 
from responsibility then and will not now [Applause] you can't be one kind of man and another kind of 
president who could forget george bush showing that american express card that that little boy who didn't 
think he was president and he leaned down and he said to him what do you think do you think i was a 
pretend kind of guy this president has never been a pretend kind of guy this president our president is such a 
decent man an honest man a modest man a man who saw his mission four years ago is peace and who has 
delivered on that dividend every day since [Applause] 
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[Applause] you can't be one kind of man and another kind of president george bush believes in you he 
believes in individuals he's traveled to factories that take on foreign competition and win and he's seen 
factories that close leaving our friends working men and women adrift in a world a world of change where 
they can feel forgotten he's walked in neighborhoods where ordinary people are doing extraordinary things to 
fight gangs and drugs refusing to give into thugs to thieves and he's also seen the shadowy streets of broken 
glass where the suffocating smell of defeat permeates the air around vacant lots and boarded apartments he 
sat in schools where the extraordinary is ordinary where the future shines in the eyes of children and he's 
seen other schools that take eager minds and produce not excellence not excitement but sullen survivors too 
often lacking in skills and lacking belief in themselves or even this great country that's why george bush is

and that's why he fights for new investment policies tax cut a growing share of the world mark market he 
knows you can't win when you can't take a new job because your son has a rheumatic heart and you can't 
get insurance when you can't enjoy retirement because your company didn't have a pension when you worry 
about aids when you're struggling trying to live with your mother that has alzheimer's that's why he fights for 
humanizing our health care system for real pension reform for investments in research and real answers to 
life's real nightmares you know you won't win unless he does and he won't win unless you do is this the stuff 
of headlines the famous 30-second sound bites george bush doesn't govern by sound bites he knows 
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doesn't govern by sound bites he knows the more you talk the less you get done now that means he hasn't 
received credit he even knows it means he gay takes a lot of blame and sometimes we don't even know the 
battles he's fought but now in exactly 76 days we're going to elect our next president a decision as serious 
and weighty as any choice america makes in a changing and sometimes dangerous world we cannot re we 
cannot risk the inexperienced or the inept we in this convention hall know that america needs a real fighter a 
fighter a fighter whose quiet strength produced peace a fighter who does not speak with honeyed words but 
with a full heart a fighter who with measured steps moves us to a new century a fighter who understands in 
the solitude of the oval office the difficulty of making decisions a fighter who holds our trust and our hopes a 
fighter proven battle hearty but not weary a fighter with mind soul and heart devoted to this glorious 
experiment this human kaleidoscope this halcyon place this america a fighter who is the same kind of man 
as he is our 
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is the same kind of man as he is our president ladies and gentlemen ladies and gentlemen of this convention 
i nominate for president of the united states the man who is the same kind of man as he is our president 
george bush lynn martin who is a pro-choice member of the president's cabin from illinois with a rousing 
speech tonight the family there assembled with her she is someone who obviously enjoyed the contest of 
american politics served in the congress of the united states and has placed a nomination tonight her boss 
the president of the united states george bush well the theme tonight john chancellor was families we saw 
the entire bush clan or almost all of them 22 gathered there we heard from marilyn quail we had a discussion 
with the vice president about how he would define family values do you think that this worked for the 
republicans i don't see how it could be bad politics for them to show that the bush family and to have mrs 
bush make the speech that was very in a sense she did not do any carry any of the political baggage if you 
compare that to what rich bond the party chairman has been saying and some of the other pit bulls around 
here i think mrs bush was very effective the others i think it was a convention night frankly mrs bush met that 
test that we so often apply in american politics you can hear people saying i like her you know it'd be kind of 
fun to have her over for a backyard barbecue she'd be comfortable in our house would they say that do you 
suppose tom as we're wearing our psychoanalytical hats about her husband i think less so yeah well but he 
still | think if they remove him from the politics they feel at ease with him and that has served him all we want 
to remind you 
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served him all we want to remind you that we'll be wrapping up our coverage for now but we will be back as 
the president goes over the top in the roll call and that likely will come during the jay leno program for now 
i'm tom broke on behalf of all of us here at nbc news we'll see you later meet the damsel of death only on 
dateline nbc tuesday [Music] we interrupt this program for an nbc news special report we're back at the 
astrodome where we're about to see the nomination of george bush to be nominated for a second term of the 
republican convention here 1992 pretty late in texas in fact shortly after midnight uh central time they've been 
going through the roll call and a kind of tortured process because they want texas to put them over the top as 
you can see there what we need are 100 and thousand sixteen votes needed for nominee one thousand six 
needed for nomination actually and we'll get that from texas south carolina is now giving its uh report the 
president appeared here briefly tonight uh after a speech by mrs bush we also heard tonight from maryland 
quail dan quayle was nominated here tonight i am very pleased this 36 electoral votes for that great world 
leader and war hero in world war ii who flew 58 combat missions and offered his life for his country a great 
patriot a great american yes and leader we are proud of him for office in south carolina since about the 16th 
century [Applause] ran for president in 1948 as a dixiecrat 
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ran for president in 1948 as a dixiecrat when he was a democrat and then he came over to the republican 
party and he is a venerable figure in that state's politics but that effective vice president who's done such a 
fine job for reelection we're proud of him dan quayle [Applause] [Music] as i say i'm joined here by the way by 
tim russert of nbc news washington bureau chief and moderator of meet the press has been down on the 
floor tim tonight the family theme was the preeminent for the republicans with mrs bush up there surrounded 
by the grandchildren and the children and calling um recalling the times here in texas when they lived a kind 
of a suburban life did it work do you think i don't think very well tom i think the purpose of this whole 
convention wait a minute tim we can talk about the bush but we've got to go to listen to the people from south 
dakota because that's georgia the state which has produced the only republican woman senatorial candidate 
in this country this year the state a state which has a republican governor and both houses of the legislature 
controlled by republicans and has a balanced budget and a surplus a state whose major city of sioux falls 
was today named money magazine's number one city in all of the usa [Applause] casts a very proud and 
determined 19 vote for the re-election of president george bush [Applause] that's a governor george 
mickelson of south dakota he uh he's in the governor's chair in the same chair once occupied by his father in 
the 1950s anyhow tim rush we're talking about the family theme as the bush people played it out here tonight 
did they succeed i i think they did very well tom they the purpose of this whole convention was to raise 
doubts about bill clinton 
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to raise doubts about bill clinton bill clinton's character there wasn't a night that's gone by where some 
reference wasn't made to either draft dodging use of marijuana marital infidelity and also bill clinton's position 
on issues his economic plan was sort of taken apart almost by every speaker but most important i think the 
whole purpose of this convention was to say to the american public listen george bush's economic plan may 
not be what you all it's cracked up to be or what you want it to be but he's a pretty good guy he has a good 
family he has good instincts take another look that's what tomorrow night's going to be all about the fourth 
act george bush goes to broadway have they raised expectations too high for his speech uh you saw 
maryland uh maryland quail and barbara bush tonight lowering him as quickly as possible saying it's just 
another speech it's not just another speech tom as rich sponsored this weekend 60 to 80 million people will 
be watching all right let's go back to the floor now as we uh the university of tennessee and other great other 
great educational universities and colleges home of three former presidents our great president today family 
lived in tennessee at one time and we claim george bush and i the state of tennessee passes at this time the 
state of tennessee passed texas this is the official residence of george bush the state of texas the city of 
houston is a hotel suite and a vacant lot here he came here following his service in world war ii his education 
at yale to uh to drill for oil in the midland area and great state of texas 
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and great state of texas [Applause] the lone star state the state of great and wonderful people [Music] the 
state and the republic that stood alone the home [Applause] the home of the alamo [Applause] the home of 
sam houston the home of nolan ryan the home of senator phil ground the home of the first lady barbara bush 
the land of the greatest farmers and ranchers that this world has ever known proudly cast our 121 votes for 
the finest commander-in-chief that this world has ever seen for the best president that has ever served this 
country for a fellow texan and my friend george bush 12 10 central time [Applause] new day in texas and the 
president hopes it's a new day for his campaign as well he has been officially renominated by the republican 
party as he runs for a second term in 1992 at the age of 68 trailing coming into this convention by as much 
as 24 25 points and some polls we'll see what kind of a convention bounce he gets out of all this that is can 
he close the gap 
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can he close the gap in the next few days typical understated texas style right i worry that they were going to 
go through all the texans who were preeminent in american politics and they have been a powerful force for 
a long time he felt he failed to mention roger strawback who was probably going to be a candidate for 
statewide office here introduced jack kemp last night this would be one of the real battleground states tim 32 
electoral votes in texas have been a very popular democratic governor here in ann richards who incidentally 
run on vacation to mexico during all of this about four months ago she didn't think that clinton had a chance 
she's now saying that we think we can win it here this is where a lot of time and money and energy will be 
spent and tom you know the bush people think that california is all but lost and the only way to neutralize a 
loss in california is by winning both texas and florida in terms of electoral votes we want to remind you that 
tomorrow night we hear from president bush as he makes his acceptance speech that will be the premier 
event of this four-day republican convention here in texas and then begins the long hard slog to early 
november in his one-on-one match against goldman for now i'm tom broke on behalf of all of us at nbc news 
we'll see you tomorrow [Music] this has been an nbc news special report we now join the program already in
